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THE  GOLDEN  DAFFODILS 

Perhaps  no  other  indication  of  Spring  gives  us  quite  the 
delicious  thrill  as  the  first  peeping  green  shoots  of  the  Daffo¬ 
dils.  They  are  too  easily  grown  to  call  forth  the  glowing  en¬ 
thusiasm  to  which  they  are  justly  entitled.  They  ask  for  no 
attendants  or  special  culture,  yet  grow  on  year  after  year, 
blooming  in  profusion  and  increasing  in  beauty  and  numbers 
as  well  as  value. 

Naturalising  bulbs  of  many  kinds  is  becoming  very  popu¬ 
lar  and  for  this  purpose  Daffodils,  as  well  as  other  smaller 
and  earlier  bulbs  offered  in  this  list,  are  unexcelled.  When 
planted  in  lightly  shaded  woodlands,  rough  out-lying  parts  of 
the  grounds,  or  among  shrubbery,  they  thrive  and  multiply 
and  soon  form  large  colonies.  When  planted  this  way,  enough 
of  a  variety  should  be  used  to  insure  a  distinct  effect  before 
passing  on  to  the  next  sort.  Twenty-five  to  a  hundred  bulbs 
make  an  excellent  group. 

Nearly  all  Daffodils  thrive  in  full  sun,  yet  all  will  stand 
some  shade.  Also  the  varieties  with  soft  yellow  or  scarlet  cups, 
hold  their  colors  much  longer  and  better  when  given  partial 
shade.  A  good  rule  is :  the  lighter  the  flower  the  more  shade 
it  enjoys.  The  light  colored  varieties  of  the  Incomparabilis, 
Barrii  Leedsii,  Poeticus  and  White  Trumpet  groups,  all  delight 
in  partially  shady  places.  The  Poeticus  are  best  for  planting 
around  ponds,  or  along  the  banks  of  a  stream,  or  other  gen¬ 
erally  damp  location.  Emperor,  Olympia  and  Princepts  are 
excellent  also.  The  bulbs  and  roots  we  offer  should  be  suit¬ 
able  for  culture  in  practically  all  parts  of  the  U.  S.  except 
perhaps  the  extreme  south.  The  best  time  to  plant  (except 
Bearded  Iris)  is  Sept,  or  Oct.  Good  results  are  even  obtained 
by  planting  up  to  late  Nov.  But  earlier  the  better  and  during 
dry  weather  if  possible.  They  mostly  prefer  a  light  gritty 
soil,  but  any  good  garden  loam  will  do.  The  situation  must 
be  well  drained  so  that  no  water  stands  over  them  at  any  time. 

The  best  way  to  plant  is :  Remove  the  soil  from  the  area 
to  be  planted  to  a  depth  of  8-12  inches.  Fill  in  plenty  of  old 
rotted  manure  and  raw  bone  meal.  Spade  and  mix  this  well 
and  deeply  into  the  subsoil,  then  smooth  off  and  cover  with 
an  inch  or  so  of  clean  soil  or  sand.  Set  the  bulbs  on  this  3-8 
inches  apart  depending  on  size.  The  top  of  bulbs  when  set 
should  be  3-4  inches  below  ground  level.  Cover  with  good 
top-soil  to  which  no  fertilizer  has  been  added.  Some  Daffodils 
make  enormous  bulbs,  others  like  the  Jonquils  are  very  small. 
An  open  space  should  be  left  between  the  bulbs  of  three  times 
their  diameter.  ^ 

In  the  fall  a  mulch  of  old  manure  is  very  beneficial.  Where 
this  cannot  be  had,  light  compost  to  which  potash  and  good 
phosphate  has  been  added  is  excellent.  This  is  also  good  for 
placing  under  bulbs  when  planting.  In  the  spring  when  the 
flower  buds  first  appear,  a  few  applications  of  very  weak 
liquid  fertilizer  gives  largest  exhibition  blooms.  In  the  culture 
of  bulbs  the  use  of  fertilizers  containing  a  large  amount  of  ni¬ 
trogen  should  be  avoided,  this  produces  rank  foliage  and 
fewer  blooms. 

In  very  cold  sections,  bulbs  planted  other  where  than  in 
grass  should  have  a  winter  covering  of  straw,  leaves  or  other 
litter  applied  after  the  ground  has  frozen. 

In  good  soil  with  an  annual  top-dressing,  these  bulbs  can 
usually  be  left  for  three  or  four  years  before  they  become  too 
crowded  to  bloom  well.  When  lifting  is  necessary  do  it  di¬ 
rectly  after  the  foliage  turns  yellow.  Store  the  clumps  as 
they  come  from  the  ground  in  a  dry  shady  place  until  they 
dry  (about  one  month,)  then  separate  and  remove  the  old 
coats  and  tops  and  store  away  until  planting  time. 

We  use  the  classification  adopted  by  the  Royal  Horticul¬ 
tural  Society  of  England,  which  divides  this  genus  into  twelve 
distinct  groups.  Some  confusion  exists  in  regards  to  the  pro¬ 
per  name.  Narcissus  is  the  Latin  and  Daffodil  is  the  English 
or  common  name ;  either  is  correct.  The  Jonquils  are  a 
smaller  group  (Div.  7)  with  slender  rush-like  foliage.  All  our 
bulbs  are  sterilized  in  accordance  with  the  rules  promulgated 
by  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board.  Each  shipment  bears  a 
Federal  certificate  to  this  effect. 

We  are  growing  several  new  and  rare  varieties  of  which 
our  stock  is  not  large  enough  to  list.  Also  many  varieties  im¬ 
ported  under  special  permit,  which  will  not  be  released  for 
sale  until  two  more  seasons. 

This  year  our  prices  are  based  on  special  stock.  These 
are  the  selected,  top  size,  round  bulbs  of  the  1927  crop.  They 
have  been  grown  the  past  season  under  ideal  conditions  and 
will  give  blooms  of  the  highest  quality  the  first  season,  in 
your  garden.  We  can  supply  in  limited  numbers,  most  of  the 
varieties  listed  here  in  special  exhibition  stock ;  heavy  nosed 
mother  bulbs  at  prices  about  25%  higher.  But  for  general 
planting  we  do  not  recommend  this  heavy  grade  as  the  regu- 
stock  offered,  is  ideal.  All  orders  for  this  heavy  grade  must 
be  on  hand  by  July  20th,  as  these  are  dug  and  cured  to 
order  only. 

In  describing  a  Daffodil  bloom,  the  outer  row  of  petals 
are  termed  the  perianth  (P),  the  inner  part  is  termed  trumpet 
(T),  crown  or  cup,  depending  on  the  length.

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THE  BEARDED  IRIS 

(Pogoniris) 

America’s  most  popular  perennial.  No  other  flower  is  more 
easily  grown,  or  so  adapted  to  such  a  wide  range  of  soil  and 
climatic  conditions.  They  thrive  almost  anywhere  in  the  U.  S. 
No  special  culture  is  required.  The  essential  requirement  being 
a  situation  that  is  in  full  sun  and  well  drained.  Very  little 
attention  is  required  except  a  resetting  about  every  fourth 
year.  Of  course  more  and  larger  flowers  are  produced  if  they 
are  cultivated  and  watered  when  needed. 

The  uses  for  Iris  are  numerous.  In  the  rock-garden  and 
herbaceous  border,  along  walks,  drives,  fences  and  shrubbery 
borders  and  near  the  water-side,  suitable  locations  are  to  be 
found.  Wonderful  landscape  effects  may  be  secured  by  plant¬ 
ing  in  broad  masses  along  the  margin  of  a  stream  or  pond,  or 
in  out-laying  parts  of  the  grounds.  The  Dwarf  and  Interme¬ 
diate  varieties  are  excellent  for  rock-work  and  edging  and 
for  planting  in  front  of  the  taller  kinds.  Plant  Iris  where 
other  plants  refuse  to  grow.  On  poor  soil  or  dry  gravely 
banks,  they  will  stand  the  test  of  almost  any  location  that  is 
sunny. 

The  best  time  to  plant  is  immediately  after  blooming,  the 
sooner  the  better.  This  enables  the  plants  to  make  sufficient 
root  growth  before  winter  and  insures  blooming  the  following 
season. 

Sprinkle  a  heaping  handfull  of  hydrated  lime  and  two  of 
raw  bone  meal  to  each  square  yard  to  be  planted.  Spade  and 
mix  this  well  with  the  soil,  pulverize  all  lumps  until  the  soil 
is  fine  and  mellow.  Set  the  plants  on  top  of  this  and  spread 
out  the  old  roots,  these  will  grow  no  more  but  serve  as  an 
anchor.  Barely  cover  the  rhizomes  and  press  the  soil  down 
firmly.  Give  two  or  three  soakings  of  water  just  after  plant¬ 
ing,  then  water  sparingly  until  they  start  to  grow.  All 
Bearded  Iris  love  lime  and  commercial  fertilizer  rich  in  phos¬ 
phate  and  potash.  They  loathe  manure  in  any  form.  The 
first  winter  after  planting  they  should  have  a  slight  cover¬ 
ing  of  straw  or  litter  that  will  not  pack  down  too  close,  this  is 
merely  to  prevent  heaving  out  by  frost. 

For  massing  we  advise  single  rhizomes  set  a  foot  apart 
each  way,  they  will  soon  spread  and  cover  the  entire  surface. 
For  specimen  clumps  and  quick  effect  use  three  or  more  plants. 
Set  6  to  10  inches  apart,  cut  ends  facing  in. 

New  varieties  are  introduced  so  fast  that  no  one  can  grow 
them  all.  We  are  constantly  trying  new  varieties,  and  any 
that  prove  to  be  real  improvements  and  grow  well  under  or¬ 
dinary  conditions,  will  be  added  to  our  list.  We  have  grown 
all  the  varieties  of  our  list  for  at  least  three  seasons,  and  fully 
recommend  them. 

Our  descriptions  are  partly  from  the  bulletins  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Iris  Society,  but  chiefly  from  our  own  observations  in  the 
field.  The  latter  especially  in  regards  to  height  and  blooming 
season.  The  three  upright  petals  of  an  Iris  bloom  are  termed 
standards  (S),  the  three  lower  or  drooping  ones  falls  (F). 
The  beard  (B)  is  not  mentioned  except  when  very  conspicu¬ 
ous.  The  figures  preceding  the  name  of  a  variety  is  the  Offi¬ 
cial  rating  of  the  A.  I.  S.  on  a  score  of  100  as  perfection.  The 
name  of  originator  and  date  of  introduction  follow.  Where 
no  number  precedes  the  name,  that  variety  has  not  yet  been 
voted  on.  All  new  varieties  must  be  registered  and  grown  for 
five  years  before  being  rated. 

Our  prices  are  based  on  top  size,  selected  single  rhizomes. 
This  has  been  proven  the  best  for  planting.  No  larger  or  finer 
roots  are  obtainable  anywhere.  Some  varieties  make  much 
larger  rhizomes  than  others.  If  planted  early  and  properly, 
60  to  75%  will  bloom  the  next  season.  This  is  a  good  average 
regardless  of  any  grower’s  claims.  The  first  season’s  blooms 
will  be  typical  of  the  variety  but  not  so  large  or  tall  as  after 
the  plant  is  well  established.  The  four  foot  giants  are  often 
only  2%  to  3  feet  the  first  year.  Many  other  varieties  while 
good  growers,  are  slower  to  bloom  than  others.  While  hardy 
as  oaks  on  Puget  Sound,  the  following  varieties  are  reported 
difficult  in  the  extremely  cold  sections  of  the  U.  S. :  Crusader, 
Leverrier.  Magnifica  and  Mile.  Schwartz.  Each  of  these  is  a 
masterpiece  and  well  worthy  of  the  required  extra  protection. 
We  are  absolutely  against  spring  planting  of  Iris  and  will 
positively  not  ship  until  after  the  blooming  season.  Special 
prices  on  large  quantities  for  landscaping  and  cut  flowers.
